Reports of burglaries Monday night 
started people to wondering if the "epi¬ 
demic" of last fall was to be repeated. 
The houses of Miss Dwyer on Auburn 
Avenue and Mr. Sherman on Alegria 
Street were entered some time between 
midnight und two o’clock, in each case 
the burglars being frightened away 
after awakening an occupant of the 
house. At the Sherman residence some 
articles of value were secured and Mr. 
Sherman's watch was dropped in front 
of the house by the burglar who was 
making a hurried getaway. It was 
found next morning, somewhat battered 
and with the crystal broken. Various 
reports of other attempted burglaries 
were heard next day, but there ap¬ 
peared to be no foundation for most 
of *hem. 

Warning should be taken by persons 
accustomed to leave doors and win¬ 
dows wide open. To be sure no 
one would care to live in a house made 
absolutely burglar proof. Hut a great 
many people fail to take even the sim¬ 
plest precautions against house break¬ 
ers and at the same time are careless 
about leaving articles of value or 
money within easy reach. It is an odd 
e< Incidence that the burglars should 
choose the dower festival week to be¬ 
gin their work, as it will be remem¬ 
bered that the last scare was at its 
height about the time of the fall flower 
show.- 


Saturday afternoon's floral parade 
promises to be one of the most beau¬ 
tiful and spectacular features of the 
flower festival. More than 50 entries 
have been received by A. S. Mead, 
chairman of the committee In charge. 
There will be a great variety of Hoats 
representing business houses, hand¬ 
somely decorated private vehicles, bi¬ 
cycles and novelties. 

The parade will form on Highland 
avenue near the school house. The 
line of march will be from the school 
house to Haldwln, south to Central, 
west to Sunnyside, north to Highland, 
and return to starting point. 

The parade will be reviewed from a 
stand opposite the club hoUBe on 
Central. Immediately following the 
parade all entrants will return to the 
reviewing stand and the awards of 
prizes will be made immediately as a 
part of the afternoon's exercises. 

Chairman Mead has setn in the fol¬ 
lowing notice to participants: 

All entries should report to parade 
marshall, Mr. Chester Huston, not 
later than 1 p. m., on Highland ave¬ 
nue in front of school house. Have 
your entry come in from the west so 
as to avoid turning at school. The 
marshal will assign you a place and 
number, the latter to be hung con¬ 
spicuously on the right hand side. The 
reviewing stand will be opposite the 
Club House, to which all contestants 
/diould report after the parade, ae 
prizes will be awarded by the Queen 
as part of the afternoon entertain¬ 
ment. 

In order to prevent any delay, all 
entries must report on time.

The clerk was ordered to have the 
city's books audited by the Basker- 
ville Audit Company to see that every¬ 
thing is O. K. at the beginning of 
the new terms of office. 

While the city has a new treasurer 
It has been virtually without a treas¬ 
ury since Monday night when Mr. 
Turner was supposed to have taken 
charge of the office. Up to Thursday 
afternoon his predecessor had not 
turned over the books and moneys in 
his possession, with the result that 
several warrants which have come to 
the First National Bank for collection 
from out of town sources have had 
to be returned because the only man 
authorized to cash warrants had had 
no city funds turned over to him. 


Ballots cast at the city election hist 
week were officially canvassed by the 
city trustees last Monday evening. 
After the confirming of the results 
found by the election board the newly 
elected officials were sworn in. 
Messrs. Jones, Hosmer and Pegler suc¬ 
ceeded themselves as trustees, Clerk 
Perry continuing as clerk and J. L. 
Turner taking the office of treasurer. 

Immediately following the swearing 
in process the new' board of trustees 
proceeded to reorganize by returning 
C. W. Jones to his position at the head 
of the table. A. M. Udell was then re¬ 
appointed to the position of marshal, N. 
H. Hosmer to that of street superin¬ 
tendent and W. F. Bixby to that of 
city engineer. 

The vacancy in the office of city 
attorney was filled by the appoint¬ 
ment of C. C. Montgomery. Mr. Mont¬ 
gomery has resided in Sierra Madre 
two years or more, during which time

In a class by itself among such 
events Is tiie Second Annual Flower 
Show which opened Thursday after¬ 
noon in the Woman's club house and 
special exhibition tent. All who have 
seen it have pronounced it the finest 
thing of the kind within their know¬ 
ledge, considering the beauty of ar¬ 
rangement as well as the individual 
excellence of the exhibits. And the 
visitors have Included some of the 
lending flower growers and writers of 
Southern California, men and women 
wim make it their business to attend 
everything of he kind that is held. 

General surprise was expressed at 
the wealth of blossoms displayed. It 
had been freely predicted that the 
show would suffer from the handicap 
of unfavorable weather conditions this 
year and many people have wondered 
to find so many blossoms in all Sierra 
Madre. 

Judging of exhibits was begun 
Thursday morning by the committee 
consisting of Mrs. Anstruther David¬ 
son of Hollywood and Messrs. Morris, 
Braunton and Payne of Los Angeles. 
They were unanimous In their expres¬ 
sions of surprise and delight at tlu 
excellence of the display. 

Visitors found a novel arrangement 
at tlie flower show which was exceed¬ 
ingly effective. The floral display is 
chiefly confined to the lurge exhibition 
tent, 40x80 feet, erected over the lawn 
and sidewalk In front of tlie club 
house. Between the tent entrance and 
tlie club house door stands a vine clad 
pergola from wliieh are suspended 
entries in the hanging basket competi¬ 
tion of wonderful beauty. Beneath the 
pergola are the private table entries, 
as varied as they are beautiful. 

Along the east wall of tlie tent Is 
the display of lilies and other bulb 
flowers. Along the north side Is the 
display of fruit and vegetables, not 
so large as a country fair but just as 
excellent. Garden flowers, ferns,

The postponed April session of the 
board of trade was held Monday even¬ 
ing in Mead's office, the city hah be¬ 
ing occupied by the city trustees. 
President Tarr was in the chair and 
a good attendance was present. 

J. A. Patterson reported on the prog¬ 
ress of the preparations for the annual 
Sierra Madre-Mt. Wilson race to oe 
held on May 1. Indications point to 
the best entry list in the hlztory of 
the event. Mr. Patterson said aobut 
325 would be needed in addit, ■ l to 
what had been subscribed to defray 
expenses. Manager F. B. Russ of ill 
Wilson Hotel was present at the meet ¬ 
ing und promptly announced that lie 
would contribute the amount, which 
was received with an enthusiast! .• vote 
of thanks. 

Chairman Noble of the idvei Using 
committee reported regarding plans for 
an advertising folder which are under 
consideration, to be printed in quan¬ 
tities sufficient for promiscuous dis¬ 
tribution. Mr. Ross spoke of the need 
for additional road signs directing the 
automobile public toward , Sierra 
Madre and the advertising committee 
was instructed to see that the necessary 
signs are put up at the road inter¬ 
sections named. 

The nuisance caused by the rowdy 
conduct of mountain climbers coming 
to Sierra Madre on the late cars was 
brought up and discussed by several 
members. Messrs. Moote, Ballou and 
Noble were appointed to confer with 
the city trustees regarding the proper 
policing of Mountain Trail Avenue and 
the lower portion of the Mt. Wilson 
trail. The committee went immediate¬ 
ly to the city hall and after a confer¬ 
ence with the trustees reported that 
the necessary steps would be taken, 
and that the new steel cage had been 
ordered so that facilities will lie pro¬ 
vided for taking care of those who are 
too obstreperous to yield to moral 
suasion on the part of officers.

HOW TO USE COSMETICS, 


Methods of Assisting Nature In Beau¬ 
tifying the Face. 

“Making up often lias a distinctly 
beneficial effect upon character, and 
many women who habitually use cos¬ 
metics are justified in attempting to 
beautify themselves." 

This theory was propounded by a 
leading medical man who has devoted 
considerable attention to the practice 
among society women of making up. 
wlio thinks the results of his observa¬

•‘Appearance means such a lot to a 
woman, mentally as well as socially," 
lie said, "that she is justified in aiding 
nr improving nature if she sees fit. 

"Making up is indeed essential to the 
happiness of some women. A girl who 
has some slight personal defect—a 
scar, a poor complexion or bloodless 
lips, for example—is enormously handi¬ 
capped. 

"The knowledge of her defect, the 
thought that others may notice and 
talk about it. makes her shy and lack¬ 
ing in self confidence. 

“She shuns other people's society on 
this account anil becomes morbid and 
miserable, missing much of the joy in 
life. 

“Now. why should such a girl be 
punished for a defect that she can con¬ 
ceal? Why should site shrink from 
using artificial means to hide her blem¬ 
ish for fear of what the world may 
say? 

“1 know one case of a life absolute¬ 
ly ruined simply because of complex¬ 
ion troubles, and I know of several 
cases where women have become hap¬ 
py and useful members of the commu 
nity through making up. 

“So as long as a woman's makeup Is 
not so obvious as to lie objectionable 
her means to an end are justifiable. 
She does no one any harm, and she 
does herself a great deal of good. 

“The knowledge that her particular 
defect is no longer visible to all be¬ 
holders gives her a contented mind, 
and that has its inevitable result upon 
her character and outlook on life. 

"She becomes self possessed instead 
of self effacing, a welcome acquaint¬ 
ance instead of a slimmed one. 

"Actresses are women for whom I 
have the warmest admiration. They 
are mostly warm hearted, sensible and 
cheerful. That is because they make 
the best of themselves in face and 
form.”
